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School District 6 
to implement bus charges 


Changes in the busing 
system will be introduced by 
the St. Albert Protestant 
Separate School District No. 
6 in the 1976/77 school year. 
These changes will mean 
that parents will need to pay 
directly towards the cost of 
student transportation. 

Also, any student may use 
the bus service on a payment 
basis as distance will no 
longer be a factor. These 
measures have come about 
as a result of reduced 
government grants. : 

Until recently, elementary 
children living over three- 


quarters of a mile from 
school and secondary child- 
ren living over a mile and a 
half were eligible for busing. 
The new rules laid down b¥ 
Alberta Education stipulate 
that busing eligibility will be 
limited only to those students 
who live a mile and a half 
from school. This reduction 
creates difficulties at the ele- 
mentary level. The financial 
grant structure has also been 
substantially reduced. 

Faced with this dilemma, 
the school board had three 
alternatives. It could con- 
tinue the present two-run

reduce the pressure on the 80 
acre split parcels. 

MD Development Officer 
Gary Brownlee says the MD 
has never recognized it 
should create the three acre 
(alternative parcel), ‘‘but by 
providing this on each 
quarter, we'll give an alter- 
native to the 80 acre parcel.’’ 

About three months ago 
the MD of Sturgeon put a 90 
day freeze on 80 acre splits. 
Mr. Brownlee said these may 
have been too big or too 
small, but (nevertheless) 500 
had been created. 

One of the other problems 
created by the 80 acre splits 
was that too many people 
were coming out from the 
city to pick up the cheaper 
land than in the city but the 
land was not being used to its 
full agricultural potential. 

Now people will have the 
option of buying cheaper 
land with less commitment to 
developing land for agri- 
culture. 

To reduce pressure further 
on 80 acre splits the MD has 
also created the option of 
taking the farmstead out of 
split acreages, as well as 
creating the chance of buying 
new three acre sites.

It was noted once again 
that motorists are still 
parking on the west side of 
Grosvenor Ave. outside Sir 
George Simpson school, wh- 
ich has for several weeks 
been posted NO PARKING 
AT ANY TIME. Can it be 
that St. Albert residents do 
not know this International 
sign? Or do they not care that 
this change was made in the 
interest of their children’s 
safety? 

The final Safety Council 
meeting before the summer 
break will be on Tuesday, 
June 9th, and will be a short 
business meeting, followed 
by a social get-together of all 
members at the home of the 
chairman.

Prairie steam giants of 
pioneer days rest in proud 
retirement at the Manitoba 
Agricultural Museum in Au- 
stin, 85 miles west of 
Winnipeg.

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Beware-Habitat rhetoric 


It may sound a little cynical, but the UN Habitat conference 
on human settlement now getting underway in Vancouver 
will probably not achieve much. 


There have already been a lot of nice words spoken by 
Canada’s Prime Minister Trudeau, telling the conference 
and the world that unless people can feel ‘‘passionate love’’ 
for one another, then things are ‘‘going to be terrible.” 


The conference is hardly likely to have any effect on the 
problems of transportation, recreation and city status in St. 
Albert. And by that token, if it cannot solve the smaller 
problems of the world, Habitat will certainly find the big 
problems almost impossible to handle. 


There is talk that the conference will make moves to 
guarantee that everyone has fresh clean water the world 
over, and there are hopes that nuclear powers will take a 
hint from Habitat and call for a halt in the development of 
nuclear energy. 


Just for the record, no one from St. Albert council went 
down to the conference; and Mayor Dick Plain had a valid 
message when he pointed out you wouldn’t have much 
credibility telling a member of the Third World that it costs 
$70,000 to buy a house in sunny St. Albert. 


Even if the UN conference inspires the world with its words 
for two weeks, imagine the hassle there will be to get the 
governments of the world off their bureaucratic duffs, to 
translate the inspiration into action. 


Mother Teresa, a well known Christian in action had some 
blunt words for Prime Minister Trudeau at the conference. 
She said basically that words were no use; they had to be 
translated into action; and it didn’t have to be dramatic 
action. All you had to do was buy the cheapest clothes 
instead of the most expensive and give the difference to 
those who needed it. 


There is a great deal of irony in the fact that Canada is the 
host country for Habitat. Canada is one country in the 
western world where the inequities in the Developing World 
show themselves in fine relief. You have the astounding 
contrast of both rich and poor ating in vast numbers 
in pollution ridden cities; and the original native population 
is pushed back largely in a reserve type existence as an 
afterthought. 


Then Canada is in the grip of an energy crisis which means 
there is more of a chance that native land rights will be 
trampled on ruthlessly in the rush for dwindling gas and oil 
resources. There is also much labour unrest because of the 
anti-inflation board policies. 


And just for good measure there is always the French - 
English ‘‘problem”’ to throw in as an extra. This can fou! up 
airline schedules, call for cries of separation in Quebec, and 
lead to strain in interpersonal relations - all of this 
needlessly. 


People then should beware of the rhetoric which will flow 
from UN Habitat and not confuse it with solutions for world 
problems which are fast getting out of hand.

Canadian Airborne should stay west 


I have just learned that the 
Minister of National Defence 
has instructed the military 
authorities to proceed with 
their original plan to reduce 
the Canadian Airborne Regi- 
ment, and to move it east 
from Edmonton by the 
summer of 1977. 

The first indication of the 
reduction and removal of the 
Regiment was made on De- 
cember 26, 1975, when 
General Dextraze, in a 
speech in Montreal, stated 
that the Armed Forces struc- 
ture is being reviewed, and 
that one of the units con- 
sidered for disbandment or 
removal is the First Canadian 
Airborne Regiment in Ed- 
monton. 

I learned of this on 
January 26, 1976, and 
brought it to the attention of 
the members of the Norwood 
Branch #178, Royal Canadian 
Legion. 

At the monthly meeting on 
January 28, it was unani- 
mously decided to mount a 
campaign against the dis- 
bandment or removal of the 
Regiment from Edmonton. 
We heard that the official 
announcement by the Mini- 
ster of National Defence 
would be made on or about 
March 23rd. 

We circulated petitions 


and brought this planned 
removal to the attention of 
Provincial and Municipal 
authorities, other Legion 
branches, various organiza- 
tions and to the concerned 
citizens. In our correspon- 
dence with the Prime Mini- 
ster and the Minister of De- 
fence, we were assured that 
our concern would be con- 
sidered. 

On March 26th, the 
Minister of National Defence 
personally assured Mayor 
Terry Cavanagh that a study 
of the situation would be 
made by a Senior Officer of 
the Department, and that 
they would consult with Pro- 
vincial and Municipal Auth- 
orities before making a 
decision. 

In his letter dated April 14, 
1976, the Prime Minister 
assured me that no decision 
has been made. In his letter 


-dated April 26th, Mr. Rich- 


ardson stated that he has just 
submitted his recommenda- 
tions to the Cabinet and that 
an official announcement 
would be forthcoming. 

Yet, in spite of all these 
assurances, I now learn that 
the original plan in regard to 
the Airborne Regiment has 
been put into effect towards 
the end of Apri, and all 
postings to the Regiment 


have now been stopped, and 
the Regiment is to be moved 
east by the summer of 1977. 
As this is a definite breach 
of good faith with the Mayor, 
our membership and all 
concerned citizens, I hereby 
urge an immediate campaign 
by the Provincial Govern- 
ment, City of Edmonton, 
Legion branches, all other 
organizations, and by all 
concerned citizens to save 
the Airborne Regiment and 
to retain it in Edmonton. 
The Prime Minister and 
the Minister of Defence 
should be called upon to 


make a public announcement 
as to the plans for the 
Regiment and not to cloak 
their actions in secrecy. We 
need the Airborne Regiment 
and we want it to remain in 
Edmonton. 

The removal of the unit 
will have a far reaching social 
and economic impact: on 
Edmonton, Northern Alberta 
and the North West Terri- 
tories. Voice your support of 
the Regiment now and voice 
it strongly.

**SAINT’S BLOOD STAYS SOLID FOR FIRST TIME 
[EVER] 


NAPLES, Italy (NC) - For the first time the blood of St. 
Januarius, Naples’ patron saint, has failed to liquify during 
one of two major annual observances in this southern 
seaport. 


Anxious Neapolitans crowded into the baroque cathedral 
last month to invoke the saint's pleasure with prayers and 
preaching but to no avail. 


A solid black substance which tests have proved to be 
human blood remained obstinately coagulated in its flask of 
murky ancient Roman glass. 


As crowds increased toa staggering 5,000 on the eighth and 
final day of invocations May 9, Cardinal Corrado Ursi, the 
archbishop of Naples, ordered the flask of blood removed 
from the small St. Januarius chapel, where it is usually 
housed, and placed to the side of the cathedral’s main altar. 


Even this exposure to larger crowds failed to bring the 
liquifaction, and the archbishop called off the prayers and 
replaced the still solid blood in its cupboard. 


In the past St. Januarius has always performed his miracle 
twice a year - on the Saturday preceding the first Sunday in 
May and on September 19, the anniversary of the saint’s, 
death at the hands of the Emperor Diocletian in 305 AD. 

A third annual liquifaction in December is considered less 
important and often does not occur. The miracle, which the 
church acknowledges as a ‘‘marvel,’’ has sometimes 
occurred rather late, but even then it was always within 
eight days of beginning the ceremonial prayers. 


Neapolitan tradition connects even tardiness with disaster 
for the city. In 1629 the blood failed to liquefy on time either 
in May or September and 60,000 people died of plague 
shortly afterwards. 


In 1940, to cite a more recent case, the blood liquified only 
incompletely, and that was the year Italy entered the Second 
World War. Last month, however, for the first time ever, 
the ‘‘marvel’’ did not occur at all. 


Some Neapolitans were tempted to connect the failure with 
the disastrous earthquake which devastated 22 villages in 
north-eastern Italy May 6. But the disaster which the 
absence of the liquifaction is supposed to portend has 
always affected Naples itself, not other regions of Italy 
which until 100 years ago were not even part of the same 
country.

RADIATION EFFECTS [IN SUPERSONIC AIR TRAVEL] 


This concern primarily relates to the galactic and solar 
radiation doses received by the passengers or crew at 
supersonic cruising height. Dousset (1974) contends that 
doses received at these altitudes are presently not ofa 
different order of magnitude from the doses received in 
subsonic aircraft or natural radiation at ground level, since 
cosmic rays are absorbed or reflected in the stratosphere 
and troposphere and only an insignificant amount reaches 
the ground. However, Davis (1969) points out that during 
unusual bursts of cosmic rays, which accompany solar flares 
or other galactic disturbances, the level of costnic radiation 
could conceivably increase the danger to Concorde 
passengers and crew. This problem is expected to arise one 
day per year, however, and Concorde will carry instruments 
to measure both instantaneous dose rates and the radiation 
build-up during the flight. If radiation levels appear unsafe, 
the aircraft will likely descend to about 40,000 feet where 
the atmosphere is sufficient to reduce radiation to 
acceptable levels. 


One must bear in mind though, that should the SST’s alter 
the amount of ultraviolet solar radiation reaching the earth’s 
surface through the ozone layer reduction, radiation effects 
may present a more serious problem.

adult Baha’is of Canada to 
serve on the National Spiri- 
tual Assembly. 

The National Spiritual As- 
sembly directs the affairs of 
the Canadian Baha’i com- 
munity. On a world level, the 
affairs of the Baha’i Faith are 
conducted by the Universal 
House of Justice. Every five 
years this highest unit in 
Baha’i Administration is ele- 
cted by the members of the 
National Spiritual Assem- 
blies throughout the world. 
The Universal House of Jus- 
tice is located in Haifa, 
Israel, the World Centre of 
the Baha’i Faith. 

The Baha’i Faith was 
founded in 1844 in Persia 
(now Iran) by Baha’u'llah 
(meaning Glory of God) who 
declared that the age has 
come for the unification of 
mankind in one race and one 
global society. He taught 
that all religions are aspects 
of one universal faith. Baha- 
’u’llah was incarcerated in 
the fortress-prison of ’Akka 
for more than 50 years be- 
cause of His teachings. 
Following His death, He was 
succeeded by His son, 
*Abdu’l-Baha, Whom Baha- 
"u’llah had appointed as 
Exemplar of the Baha’i Faith 
and the Centre of His 
Covenant. Eventually, ’Ab- 
du’l-Baha was released from 
the imprisonment which he 
shared with His father and 
travelled to Europe and 
Canada to promulgate the 
teachings of Baha’u’llah. 
Today, the Baha’i Faith is 
established in more than 300 

countries with numerous 
adherents and is a fast

growing world religion. 

An important feature of 
the convention was the 
premiere of the film INVI- 
TATION which commemor- 
ates the visit of ’Abdu’l-Baha 
to Canada in September, 
1912. This is the first film to 
be produced by the Canadian 
Baha’i community. 

There was a children’s 
program during the conven- 
tion and children contributed 
significantly to the program 
of a feast held on Sunday 
afternoon. 

Other highlights included 
an on-going teaching con- 
ference, as well as con- 
siderable consultation by the 
delegates on the Five Year 
Plan of teaching and de- 
velopment launched by the 
Universal House of Justice in 
1974. At the close of the 
second year of the Plan, the 
Canadian Baha’i community 
is well ahead in its overseas 
goals. Concentration will be 
on the need of the home 
front. 

The Canadian Baha’i com- 
munity places much empha- 
sis on bilingualism at all 
gatherings and during the 
convention, therefore, there 
was simultaneous translation 
at all major events. 

Because of the large att- 
endance of Baha’ is in rela- 
tion to the facilities available 
in Guelph, it was not possible 
to invite the public to attend 
any of the events as is 
normally the case at Baha’i 
conventions. 

The National Convention 
for the coming year will be 


held at the University of

Water conditions however, 
are much less ideal than in 
1975, and most of this year’s 
duck crop will be raised on 
last year’s water, for runoff 
was light in most areas. 
While there was sufficient 
water to bring the permanent 
sloughs up to satisfactory 
levels, the myriad of small 
temporary ponds and full 
ditches, which characterized 
the prairies the last two 
years, are absent. 

Southwestern Manitoba 
and southeastern Saskatche- 
wan are the exception. Here, 
a very heavy runoff has 
caused extensive flooding 
and produced excellent water 
conditions. 

South and central Alberta 
are a direct converse, where 
a dry fall, little snow, and 
practically no runoff, have 
resulted in the driest condi- 
tions in several yeais. Ducks 
Unlimited projects are full 
and irrigation ponds are 
dependable but there is a 
dearth of small natural ponds 
so loved by pintails.

In response, these birds 
have reacted as they usually 
do in such situations, and 
may have overflown the 
prairies. Great flocks of pairs 
were present in mid-April in 
the well watered Peace River 
country of northern Alberta. 
Many will nest here, but we 
can expect that much of the 
flight will pass on north and 
may very well appear in the 
far north as flocks of none 
breeders. 

We expect a movement of 
pintails to Saskatchewan and 
anticipate that our spring 
counts will show an increase 
of this species there. 

In spite of the situation in 
Alberta, there is plenty of 
water on the prairies and 
parklands to produce a good 
duck crop, given a year of 
average temperatures and 
precipitation. Certainly there 
has been nothing detrimental

BRING A BAG ABOARD 


Outdoor recreation enthusi- 
asts find plastic trash bags use- 
ful items minus their normal 
complement of garbage, of 
course. 

The large plastic sacks used 
in cities to make garbage collec- 
tion cleaner and easier have 
many uses when applied by in- 
novative outdoorsmen to fish- 
ing, boating and camping. 

For example, a change of 
clothing is a welcome sight to 
an angler who has been caught 
far from his dock when a sud- 
den rain storm moved over the 
lake. There is nothing more un- 
comfortable than fishing in wet 
clothing, and the Mercury out- 
board fishing experts meet the 
situation by keeping extra trou- 
sers, shirts, caps, lightweight 
jackets, and towels in a plastic 
bag that is stored under the 
front deck of their boat. It’s 
always there, and the dry cloth- 
ing gets used frequently, 

Another trick they’ve learn- 
ed is to protect their cameras 
and film from water by placing 
the equipment in an open-top 
trash sack. The large bag can 
be folded to keep spray and 
deck moisture from damaging 
the expensive gear, yet it leaves 
the cameras easily available 
when an action situation occurs 
that should be photographed, 

Under normal boating con- 
ditions the cameras are in the 
bag and the top is left open for 
easy access. If it rains, or the 
water becomes rough, the bag 
is sealed with a wire twist. 

Boat campers use plastic 
sacks to hold sleeping bags, 
food, clothing, and metal items 
sealed so unwanted water can’t 
dampen their equipment and 
spoil a weekend outing. 

Of course, there’s no reason 
to overlook the original intend- 
ed use of these all-purpose plas- 
tic bags . . . and that’s to hold 
trash. You can help eliminate 
the litter problem seen on many 
lakes and streams by keeping a 
trash bag aboard your boat. 


Stamps, the largest ever 
undertaken by the Post 
Office, began in the Fall of

million 8-cent, 14 million

competitors,’’ said Mr. Mac- 
kasey. 

Collectors are advised that 
the Olympic Track and Field 
stamps (issued June 11, 
1975) are available at phila- 
telic counters and through 
the Philatelic Service only 
until June 11, 1976. There- 
after, these stamps will be 
available only in semi-annual 
packs of single stamps or 
annual Souvenir Collections 
of commemorative or special 
issue stamps.

MAKE A WORM RANCH 


The few weeks in May and 
early June that comprise late 
Spring is the time to stock up 
on the universal bait that every- 
one knows will catch fish .. . 
worms. 

As summer progresses, the 
ground dries and common 
earthworms go deeper in the 
soil to find the moisture they 
must have for survival. Digging 


worms becomes more difficult., 


You can assure a constant 
supply of worms by doing your 
digging now, and holding them 
in a worm “bed” such as that 
used by the anglers in Mercury 
outboards’ outdoor recreation 
depariment. A home-made 
worm ranch costs almost noth- 
ing and is easy to build. 

To frame the bed, find an 
old wash tub and cut out the 
bottom, or make a wooden box 
that is at least two feet square 
and 18 inches deep. Cover one 
end with fine-mesh plastic or 
aluminum screen. 

Dig a hole beneath a shade 
tree, or on the shady side of a 
building, deep enough to hold 
the tub or box. Put two inches 
of large gravel in the bottom 
and fill the bed with a mixture 
of dirt and garden peat. The 
mixture will vary somewhat be- 
cause of different soil texture. 
The idea is to make a dirt/peat 
mixture that is loose, easily 
worked between the fingers, and 
that won’t compact in the bed. 

Moisten the bed with a half- 
gallon of water and put the 
worms in about four inches be- 
low the surface. Cover the top

with several inches of loose 
straw, hay or old leaves. This 
keeps the bed cool and moist. 
Water frequently throughout 
the summer, and feed the 
worms a diet of cereal (oatmeal 
or ground corn) and a table- 


spoon of sugar mixed into the 
top few inches of soil at the 
rate of “%-pound per week. 

When it’s time to go fishing, 
push the straw cover aside, dig 
a few inches and there’s your 
bait. . . ready to go!

Report from 
Parliament Hill 


By Stan Schellenberger MP 

Finance Minister Donald 
Macdonald brought down his 
first budget in the House of 
Commons, announcing mea- 
sures designed to strengthen 
the effect of the anti-inflation 
program on corporations, to 
tighten requirements for un- 
employment insurance ben- 
efits and to impose taxes to 
prevent wasteful consumpt- 
ion of energy. 

The budget indicated no 
major changes in the Gov- 
ernment’s management of 
the economy - the Gov- 
nerment believes that the 
economy will recover by 
itself and considers major tax 
cuts and business-capital 
investment incentives un- 
necessary at this time. It 
predicts that economic re- 
covery will be sustained by 
the growth of exports as the 
economic situation in the 
United States and the world 
community in general im- 
proves. 

Increased expenditures on 
housing construction, heigh- 
tened consumer spending 
and a rebuilding of pro- 
ducers’ inventories will all be 
expansionary forces in the 
economy. 

Highlights of the budget 
are as follows:- 


TARIFF CHANGES 


-temporary tariff cuts ini- 
tiated in 1973 on a wide 
range of consumer products 
(e.g. - prepared cereal foods, 
canned meats, raw and 
refined sugar, drugs, etc.) 
will be extended for another 
year to June 30, 1977, with 
the exception of two items - 
tires (and tubes) and sciss- 
ors. New cuts are being 
introduced on a temporary 
basis on fresh pork, ham, 
bacon and macaroni. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION 


-effective immediately, the 
two-year 100% tax write-off 
for exploration costs now 
available only to companies 
whose main business is oil 5r 
mining will be extended to 
cover equipment which en- 
ables industrial wastes to be 
used as a fuel source or 
which produces energy from 
garbage. 

-also effective immediate- 
ly, the federal sales tax will 
be removed from many items 
which contribute to energy 
conservation or which en- 
courages the development of 
alternate forms of energy - 
e.g. - solar furnaces and 
heating panels, wind-power-

The same in- 
crease will be applied to 
registered retirement sav- 
ings plans where a bene- 
ficiary also belongs to a 
pension plan, and to employ- 
er contributions to a deferred 
profit sharing plan. 

For a beneficiary of a 
registered retirement sav- 
ings plan who does not 
belong to a pension plan, the 
annual limit is increased to 
$5,500 from $4,000. 

-taxpayers paying into a 
registered home ownership 
savings plan will be able to

tution to another. 


AIR TRANSPORTATION 
TAX 


-the Air Transportation 
Tax will be extended to 
travellers using Canadian 
airports who because they 
purchase their tickets outside 
the country do not now pay 
the tax. 


SMALL BUSINESS 
INCENTIVE 


-effective for 1976 and 
subsequent taxation years, 
profits of Canadian-control- 
led private corporations eli- 
gible for a reduced rate of tax 
will be subtantially increa- 
sed. The annual amount 
subject to the low rate will be 
increased to $150,000 from 
$100,000 and the cumulative 
total increased to $750,000 
from $500,000. 


CHARITIES 


-under the present rules, 
technically no charity can 
carry on a business.
